On the other hand, revenue* from height, mail 
and express have men. so that total operating revenues 
for the railroads in 1929 were 46.352.000,000. as 
compared with 46.360.000.000 m 1923.

the tailor-made portion of Mr Oller¬ 
enshaw, atUl linger In sporadic pro¬ 
fusion. His low. flat-topped hat was| 
faintly green, as though a delicate I 
funeoid growth were Just budding on j 
its black. His small feet were clois¬ 
tered in small, thick boots of glittering 
brilliance. The color of hla face 
matched that of hla suit. He had no 
moustache and no whiskers, but a 
small, stiff grey beard waa rooted 
somewhere under hla chin. He had 
kept a good deal of hla hair. He was| 
an unde raised man. with short arms 
and legs, and hi* feature*—mouth. | 
noae. ears, blue eye*—were*small and!

Th* temptation to the public U almostj 
irresistible. Let him have but a wart 
on hU nose, and they will regard it 
as sufficient excuse for yielding. I do 
not think that Mr Ollerenshaw was I 
consciously act down as an oddity in' 
hU native town. Certainly he did not 
•o set down himself. Certainly be was 
incapable of freakuhneas By the town 
he waa respected Hu news on cottage 
property, the state of trade, and the, 
finances of the borough were listened! 
to with a respectful absence of com¬ 
ment. He waa one -of the few who 
had made cottage property pay. it waa 
aaid he owned a mile of cottages in 
Bursley and Turnhill. it was said 
that, after Ephraim Tellwrlght. he was 
the richest man In Bursley. There was 
a slight resemblance of type between 
Ollerenshaw and Tellwrlght But Tell- 
wrlght had burled two wives, whereas 
Ollerenshaw had never got within 
ann*x length of a woman The town 
much preferred Ollerenshaw

gold angel, whlcn for exactly fifty 
years has guerded the borough and 
only been regilded twice. But ask the 
plumber who last had the fearsome 
job of rebuilding it whether It la a 
gold angel to be despised, and—you 
will seel 

The other four towns are also apt 
to point to their own parks when 
Bursley mentions its park (especially 
Turnhill. smallest and most conceited 
of th* five); but let thihn show a park 
whose natural situation equals that of 
Bursley'a park. You may tell me that 
the terra-cotta constructions within It 
carry ugliness beyond a Joke: you may 
tell me that in spite of the park's 
vaunted situation nothing can be seen 
from It save the chimneys and kilns of 
earthenware manufactories, the scaf¬ 
foldings of pitheads, the ample dome 
of th# rat* collector's offices, the rail¬ 
way. minarets of nonconformity, sun¬ 
dry undulating square miles of monot¬ 
onous house roofs, the long sorves or 
buck smoke which add such Interest 
to the sky of-the five towns—and. of 
course, the gold an?el But 1 tell you 
that before the days of the park, lovers 
had no place to walk In but the ceme¬ 
tery; not the rncient churchyard of 
Bt. Luke's (the rector would like to 
catch them at it!)— th# borough ceme¬ 
tery! One generation was forced to 
make love over the tombs of another 
—and such tombs!—before th* days 
of the park That is the sufficient 
answer to any criticism of tha park. 

The highest terrace or the park la 
a splendid expanse of gravel, orna¬ 
mented with flower beds At one end 
U the north bowling green: at.the 
other la tha south bowling green; In 
the middle U a terra-cotta and fUrai 
ah after; and at intervals, against the 
terra-cotta balustrade, are arranged 
rustic seats from which the aged, the 
enamored, and the sedentary can 
enjoy the gold angel.

arOnly isHunters Prey 

“Couftr” Charlie, Seventy-four Year* of Afe, and His Sixty.fonr-year.old 
Wife Follow Trail of Deer, Bear and Wild Cafui Picturesque Moun¬ 
tain District, Which Promises to Become Mafnet for Thousands of 
Tourists. 


T he settlement w Kissinger. 

named after one of Victoria'! leading 
lumber men. is at the head of Lake 
Cowichan. It is about ninety-three 
mile! from Victoria and is one of 
the newest railway terminals on Van¬ 
couver Island. Kissinger is near the centre of 
the lower part of Vancouver Island. It is only 
twelve miles from the Nanaimo lakes, twenty 
miles from Nanaimo, eighteen miles from the 
Alberni Canal and only twenty-eight miles from 
Clo-oose on the West Coast. 

Only last week a logger who has a cabin 
on Nitinal Lake, some fifteen miles from Kis¬ 
singer. left the former point at 9 o'clock in 
the morning and arrived at Kissinger Camp 
about 2.30 o'clock, with full loggers' pack. 
He applied for work and was started at 3 
o clock. Hie interesting part about this was 
that be saved a journey of some 173 miles by 
recognized travel routes. 

Interesting trips are made over the moun¬ 
tain passes from both Kissinger and Youbou. 
some twelve miles south. Some men make short 
cuts to Nanaimo via the Nanaimo Lakes, and 
others go to Ladysmith via Youbou over the 
mountain pass. When this area is opened up 
by roads much lime and trouble will be saved. 

Mountaineering clubs can get all varieties 
of mountain climbing in the Kissinger area they 
would like. By visiting such areas as Kissinger 
and carefully mapping out a programme some 
interesting trips could be arranged. 

At present Kissinger is simply a logging 
centre at the end of the steel, but is close to 
the head of Lake Cowichan. It will develop 
more along tourist lines rather than industrial, 
but it is one of the few places where no one 
has established an inn or hotel. 

Usually at the end of the lake, or the 
end of a railway, it is customary to find an 
hotel or something of this tort No one hat 
yet thought of starting one at Kissinger. It is 
really in the centre of a game preserve, and no 
one can shoot anything but cougar, and then 
only with a special permit. 


COUCAR HUNTINC 

Oat of the most picturesque cougar hunters 
is the seventy-four-year-old “Cougar Charlie." 
or Charles Cajdwell. Mr. Caldwell dot not 
always go hunting aione. His better half. Mrs. 
Caldwell, now sixty-five, accompanies her hus¬ 
band on his hunting trips. Mrs. Caldwell it 
one of the best women shots on Vancouver 
Island. On her sixty-fourth birthday the shot 
a six-point deer, and got the limit allowed for 


that year. Mrs. Caldwell has yet to shoot her | 
first cougar, but says she has shot many deer 
and a few bears. 

Mr. and Mrs. Caldwell live at Youbou, 
but pre often in the Kissinger area. Mrs. Cald¬ 
well has climbed practically all the mountains 
in the Lake Cowichan area and beyond, mak¬ 
ing many trips alone and with her husband. 

“Cougar Charlie" regrets his advancing 
age. and he has been warned to be more 
careful by his doctor, but with a merry twinkle 
in his eye remarked that “the doctor ain't 
around all the tune, so I goes out a-hunting 
just the same, exceptin' I don’t do to much 
mountain climbing as I used to, except when 
I spot a cougar track. In that case I forget 
'J»ut my heart disease then. With forty 
bucks in sight when I gits a cougar, and 
sometimes about *25 for the cougar skin, a 
fellow kin forgit about being a tick man." 

FIVE IN ONE DAY 

* 

“Yer know one time I got five cougars 
in one day and seven in five days and a half. [ 

I got ten cougars last year and was part time 
off sick," the spry old fellow revealed. 

Mr. Coldwell always believes in having 
two cougar dogs, because he has found a cougar 
will usually only attack a dog when i it alone. 

Not long ago "Cougar Charlie" lost one 
of hu favorite hunting dogs with what he calls 
"yapping disease." This he described at cant- 1 
ing a dog to have barking spells and then. fits. 
Asked as to what causes this, the old timer , 
slated that “them doctors don’t know,” and , 
Charlie was quite sure he did not. ,| 

lliis grizzly old veteran hat three fingers 
off his left hand and a big rear on the left ti 
side of hu head. 

When "Cougar Charlie" got hit fingers 
damaged. in a machine many years ago. he I 

was taken to the hospital. The doctor examined a 

Charlie's injured hand told him that he would f,

So , 

Cougar Charlie" had the damaged fingers 
taken off without any anaesthetic. He did not » 

bjrnk an eyelash, and the doctor congratulated u 

him on his nerve. Charlie says the doctor told rl 

him he had a constitution "like a sawmill," and 
he seems to have been chewing sawdust from ^ 
the so-called sawmill ever since. ci 

It is quite true Mr. and Mrs. Caldwell h 
are, figuratively, "chewing sawdust” every day 


now. because they are in the way of the 
sawmill dust that blows from the big null near 
their home at Youbou. 

Charlie is very proud of his wife’s ability 
to use the gun. and sportingly admits the has 
him beaten in shots at a moving target.

Cougar Charlie" first went to Gabriola 
Island when coming to B.C. L but found that 
area loo tame. There were only deer and a 
few tome pigeons to "pot at" there, and after 
a while they packed up and moved into the 
Cowichan area. 

I only get a hide money now to keep 
going, so that cougars look good to me," he 
said. Cougar hunting is his chief source of 
revenue, but he grumbles at the cost of getting 
the big cals down to a justice, who decides 
that he has lawfully and properly shot the 
cougars in the right spot. 

HIS BICCEST KILL 

" The biggest cougar I. ever got," said 


Charlie, was one that measured nine feet 
four inches, and weighed about 137 pounds." 

I here me other very interesting characters 
at Kissinger. One man said he was a corres¬ 
pondent for several "Old Country" papers. 
Another slated he could speak twenty-seven 
languages. The writer noticed that he was 
speaking Finnish, so that he could be easily 
understood by the Finnish loggers at the camp, 
and he also spoke Swedish. This linguist is a 
Scotsman, and it somewhat of a humorist. He 
told the story of part of his career and how he 
came to be in a logging camp. For many years 
he was running a "silk finery" store in the 
United States, and did a splendid business until 
his place burned down. He says he had only 
one regret, and that was that hu "kind fnends 
and neighbors came and put hit fire out." pre¬ 
venting his getting any insurance. He went 
broke and this is what brought him to work in 
a logging camp. i 


TRAINED dS BECCAR ‘ 

Another very interesting character it a 
man of foreign extract, who told.the writer 
that in hu old country he had been taught as 
a child to be a beggar, but got tired of this 
and came to Canada. A Finlander told the 
writer prohibition was not a success in hu 
country, and that he had been a bootlegger 
there and had been fined several tunes. Never¬ 
theless. he was planning to go back home to 
hu wife and children m Finland. 

One can hear the most intelligent discus¬ 
sions m logging camps, either political or other¬ 
wise. Some of the Engluh-speaking loggers 
and many of the Scandinavians are men who 
have had very good education, but it is tur- 
pnsing so few of the younger men from 
Scandinavian countries do not make a greater 
effort to learn the English language in their 
ipare hours. 

The popular manager of this camp at 


Kisdnger it Sidney Nickerson, who has been 
getting out record numbers of logs recently. 

One of the very interesting subjects being 
debated just now deals with the advantages or 
diadvanlages of burning off Jogged lands. At 
present there seems to be no agreement on the 
subject. Some very able logging officials are 
against the burning in its present form. This 
school of thought believe that it would be better 
to gather up all the old logs and windfalls and 
burn them in heaps. Others say* burning of 
the land it best and prevents fires the follow¬ 
ing year. 

Looking over the various desolate areas 
where the burning has taken place, one would 
be inclined to agree with the, former argument. 
There are. however, many advantages about 
burning which prevents the full grown limber 
-• from being ruined. 

Where the burning hat taken place there 
IS no green foliage or grass on the ground, but 
where the burning was not carried out there is a 
nice greenness and small fir. cedar tnd hemlock 
are growing again.

It is at such places near Kissinger (hat one 7 
can see the necessity of doing something to 
preserve at least tome of the greenness to that 
when all the logging is finished tome kind of 
land settlement would be possible. It is really a 
_ shame to force the logging operators to despoil 
such beautiful areas. 

At present logging is being done on the 
lops of high mountains. I he Island Logging 
Company u now building a logging railway 
many feet up on a mountain side to get any 
and all logs that are of marketable size. 

Tramload after trainload of logs go from 
Kissinger every day to the waters of Cowichan 
Bay. and from there to the company's mill 
at Victoria. 5pme of the larger logs are sold 
to the mills across the line. 

It is believed that before many years a 
number of small sawmills will have to be built 
on the Alberni Canal to'take care of the smaller 
limber between Lake Cowichan and the canal.

better than any that has come out of Vienna. Hit 
lectures have been generously attended and hi* 
writings now Xlnd a ready audience. 

His latest work. "Problems of Neurosis,” deal¬ 
ing with case histories analysed in bis own fashion, 
has Just been Issued. It will be followed by the 
publication of '"The Pattern of Life." Both books 
are Isaued by the Cosmopolitan Corporation, which 
has arranged to bring out a complete restatement 
of his theory of Individual psychology within the 
year. 

"Problems of Neurosis" profits by a clear ex¬ 
planation of Dr. Adler's position mads by Dr. F. O. 
Crookshank of London, which will enable those not 
familiar with his views to catch up with the dla- 
cuaalon. He says, briefly: 

"Proud‘e conception of psychic motivation in 
general (may be regarded) as that of a reaching 
after Joy, or ecstasy: Jungs as that of a striving 
for the expression of wbst has been stored up, as 
myths. In the racial unconscious stnoe the youth 
of mankind; and Adler's *as if the upeoarlng am¬ 
bition of the eagle. ■*. 

“For the Freudians, neurosis and psychosis are 
effects of frustrated motivation In the past; for 
the followers of Jung they are due to frustration 
in the present; and for those who profess lndl- 
vlusl psychology with Adler they are arrangements 
and compensations—we might almost say insur¬ 
ances—In fear of the failure to attain the future 
succese that each neurotic feels Is hie due meed." 

. a * * 

TAR ADLER'S theories of psychology have been 
^ more acceptable to modem ways of thinking 
because they seemed closer to common sense than 
many of the ways propounded by Dr. Preud. No 
matter how great the emphasis placed by Freud on 
the sexual basis of neuroses, the sane man found 
it difficult to believe that a shocking episode of » 
minor nature In tho formative years had com¬ 
pletely deflected the natural way of adult life be¬ 
cause of its effect on the unoonecloua. It seemed 
unaccountable that the reason for an unsettled 
nervous system lay In an episode completely for¬ 
gotten by the patient, an episode that could be 
brought back into the memory solely by prolonged 
digging by the psychologist, some of which re¬ 
minded one of the third degree. 

Moreover, in dealing with physical and mental 
theories Dr. Adler la In the position of a com¬ 
promiser who prents by the extremes of both 
schools, trying to strike a golden mean. He recom¬ 
mits fully the effect of bodily defects upon the 
mental attitude, as well as the affect of thought 
on the human organism without going to the 
extreme of thinking of the body solely as unre¬ 
lated to any mental influence, as did the physl- 
clans of the middle of the nineteenth century, or 
calling for a separate treatment of body and mind, 
ae do the Freudians. 

As Dr. Crookshank puts It: " According to Ad¬ 
ler's teaching, the individual, confronted with his 
own organ-inferiorities, whether morphological 
or functional, has three courses of action open to 
him. in what la called the psychical, as well as in 
the physical sphere. 1 It is In accordance with the 
choice made by the Individual that the result for 
him la either (1) overcoming, success, or even the 
triumph of genius; (3) neurosis, psyehoneurosts

I NDIVIDUAL psychology recognizes "the Impress 
and the symbol of a consistently-pursued life- 
plan which comes to be clearly evident in the 
neuroses and the psychoses."

This 
broadening has by no means robbed the Freudians 
of their school. It has merely ahown th^ adder 
application of their methods and theories. It is 
possible that in. some instances both Freud and 
Adler reach the same conclusions without taking 
the same road. 

The Adler theory is adapted to modern think¬ 
ing because it makes the individual not the 
creature of his unconscious but permits him to 
have confidence in overcoming his disabilities 
and moving forward with oourage. It sc tushy 
minimizes inhibiting factors and makes it poesibts 
for the patients to understand their limitations. 
Something of till* kind is claimed for all psycho¬ 
analyses but the emphasis on the will U here 
much more pronounced. It is worth pointing out 
that Adler's theories have become popular with 
ths Increased search for direction and purpose in 
literature, politics and social Lie.

The peacetime uses of former war¬ 
time dtviees are many and varied. Dur¬ 
ing the war the vacuum valve, now in 
general use in radio reception, was ap¬ 
plied to several different methods of lis¬ 
tening for the detection of the presence 
of signals, boats and aeroplanes. 

‘ Though experiments with wireless 
detection for boats were known before 
the war, the developments of improved 
means of receptioif by means of the valve 
led to the direction-finding 1 service of 
this day. British Columbia, with several 
thousand miles of navigable coastline, has 
a direction-finding service working in 
co-operation with others on the United 
States side of die line. 

The device used is the reverse of that 
employed by-British-airmen during the 
war, when from listening to wireless sta¬ 
tions on the ground pilots could work out 
their position in the air at night or in 
stormy weather when viaibility was poor. 

In the case of the direction-finding 
service for ships, the vessel transmits 
the signal that is then ranged on by two 
or more D.P. stations, and the position 
worked out on a chart by plotting the 
difference in the compass bearing of the 
signal as heard at two or more points, by 
means of triangulation. 

The master of the vessel asks the D.F. 
station on shore for his position at sea. 
The DP. operator tells the ship to trans¬ 
mit signals over a period of a few min¬ 
utes. While this is going on the. D.F. 
station, and others in conjunction with 
the first station, listen for the ship's sig¬ 
nals. Certain types of aerials receive best 
in one direction, and by changing the di¬ 
rection the line from which the signals 
-re coming can be determined. 

The second, or assisting D.P. sVon 
also notes the line of the signals, which 
will have a different compass bearing, 
depending on the distance stations num¬ 
ber one and two arc from each other. 
This second line will, if projected on a 
chart, intersect the line secured by the 
first station, and this gives a point on the 
chart where the vessel should be. A third 
reading is sometimes obtained from a 
third station, and this third line serves 
,'a a eheck on the first two, making the 
iKisition determined still more accurate. 
The vessel’s distance from the shore is 
also worked by mathematics.

Operating under the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment. the British Columbia direction- 
finding service has won high praise since 
its inception a om e years ago. and is much 
relied on by masters of ocean-goiug ves¬ 
sels approaching this coast in bad 
weather.

Next time you are'down at the docks 
when an ocean-going liner eomes in, sec 
if you can pick out the rrdio compass 
aerial, usually on the roof of the bridge. 
This is an automatic self-finding position 
recorder, which used the . method em¬ 
ployed by fliers during the war, by rang¬ 
ing ~for compass bearings on shore sta¬ 
tions whose position is known. When 
you learn geometry at school, you are 
learning thr secrets of nearly all types 
of direction fin ling devices.

Sliding down the steep bank to the river bed 
we come out under, not the first cliff of sand¬ 
stone we have seen on the way upstream, but 
by far the fro s ies t. Fully two hundred feet 
above us tower* a massive wall of brown and grey 
rock. Huge masses hang perilously suspended 
and the course of the river la Uttered with blocks 
of fallen atone. Of course, my first thought U of 


scaly trunks always remind roe of the fruitful 
suggestion that Gothic architecture, as seen in 
th* ancient ehurchfs. took its model from the 
trees of the forest.
